(e) if the symbol moves to one of the locations before the first location, 
cause a terminating condition to occur; 

(f) if the symbol moves to one of the locations after the second 
location, cause the terminating condition to occur; and 

(eg) repeating steps (b) to (df) until the terminating condition occurst he 
symbo l i s movod to a locat i on that is not botwoon tho f i rst location and the 
second location . 

Claim 68 (currently amended): The method of Claim 67, which includes 
relocating the player symbol to one of the locations toward tho socond l ocat i on and 
further from the first location if an advance condition is associated with the location of 
the player symbol. 

Claim 69 (original): The method of Claim 67, which is operated through a data 
network. 
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Claim 70 (original): The method of Claim 69, wherein the data network includes 
an internet. 
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
